Will Erect lIce Plant.

C. M. Seerist, of Chieago, manager
of the Pacific Fruit Expresa Co., ae-
companied by J, Van Rensaler, of SuJ:t.
Parks' office in Omaha, spent Sun

in town, the nb{ect of Mr. Seerist’s
vigi t being to look over local conditions
preparatory to the erection of an arti-
ficial iee plant next year. The Union
Pacific has gone out of the refrigerat-
ing business, and has turned its ice
houses over to the fruit expresa com-
pany, who will in the future look after
the icing of ita ecars, which are now
used slmost exclusively on the Union
Pacific. The express compan res
that it can manufucture artificial ice
cheaper than it can haul it from Lara-
mie or Gothenburg, as has been dong
in the past, and even at leas expense
than though the crop was harvested
from the lake east of town.

Mpr. Secriat said the erection of the
plant at North Platte is not & probabili-
ty but an assured fact, and that it will
be in operation to take ears of all 1910
refrigerating. The present ice plant
will be kept intact so far an now known,
agit will be necessary to use part of the
houses for storage purposes and all of
the platform capacity for loading the
ice into the cars.

Considers Park Site.

After the session of the city council
mecting Friday evening, the committes
to which the park proposition made by
Wm. E. Shuman was referred, met
with Mr. Shuman and the park prop-
osition was dideussed. The suggestion
wis made that a larger tract ought to
be secured for park purposes and Mr,
Shuman offered the city a tract con-
taining a little more than eleven acres
extending from Second to Fourth
streets and just eight blocks from Dew-
ey street. This tract was offered to
the city for $2,000, part payable this
year and part payable in a year.
This proposition will no douht be
tuken up and be disposed of at the
next regular meeting of the cltg‘ coun-
eil. Twenty years ago The Tribune
urged the purchasing of park sites and
regrets that no such action was taken
at that time. The Tribune believes
that the offer of eleven acres should be
accepted by the council and a park es-
tablished.
